Construction of tennis courts 
and a comfort, station at Bea 
con Hill Park and establishment 
of a native plant garden are 
planned by City Parks Admin 
istrator Herb.

Plans were’ revealed when 
City Council's parks commit 
tee today received the admin 
istrator’s estimates of expen- 
ditures for 1953. 

The three projects mentioned 
were included in extraordinary 
expenses of $32,100. 

Ordinary expenditures totaled 
$334,104--an increase of $64 
299 over last vear'’s actual ex 
penditures 

Included are 
parks, $92,745 for boulevards 
$21,045 for playgrounds and 
beaches, $20,170 for other com- 
munity services and $5,120 for 
the city pound. 

The park's tota! is $52,506 over 


$195,024 for 


last year’s expenditures; boule 
vards are up $10,261, play 
grounds and .beaches_up $4,436,

Biggest item in the extraordi- 
nary expenditures is $16,000 for 
a native plant garden, possibly 
in Beacon Hill.

VANCOUVER (CP) —Strik 
ing grain workers in Vancou- 
ver and New Westminster have 
accepted an offer from Prairie 
farm organizations to mediate 
their wage dispute. 

The .250 workers who went 
on strike at four elevators in 
Vancouver and one in New 
Westminster a week ago are 
seeking wage boosts of 12's 
cents an hour. The elevator 
operators want to retain the 
present scale of $1.50 an hour. 

The mediation offer was 
made last week by the Inter- 
provincia! Farm Union Council. 

Acceptance was announced 
by F. Martin, president of the 
Grain Elevator Workers’ Union 
cio 
‘ “We are naturilly pleased 


that the Prairie farm unions 
have expressed willingness to 
mediate this dispute,” he said.
